There  are  many  houses  which,  by  reason  of  their  remote 
positions,  arc  not  on  the  public  supply.  These  obtain  their  water 
from  springs  and  wells. 

As  the  water  supply  is,  in  practically  all  cases  (both 
Reservoirs  and  ’Veils)  obtained  from  the  Millstone  Grit  Formation, 
it  is  soft  on  account  of  peat;  but  precautions  have  been  talcen  against 
its  lead-dissolving  j/rop  ert  ies .

DISINFECTION 


Disinfection  of  premises  and  materials  is  done  by  the  staff  of 
the  Health  Department. 

All  dwol ling-houses  arc  disinfected  at  the  time  of  death  of  a 
patient,  removal  to  hospital,  or  release  from  isolation  of  infectious 
cases 

During  1947  fourteen  houses  were  disinfected  by  the  Department. 

Houses  arc  disinfected  by  the  method  of  Formalin  Spray,  or 
Sulphur  Dioxide,  and  it  is  usual  in  the  District  to  disinfect  after 
Phthisis,  but  not  as  a  routine  method  after  measles  and  Whooping-Cough. 
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CANCER 

Forty  deaths  (twenty  males  and  twenty  f omnle3) were  certified 
ns  due  to  cancer  in  1947,  compared  with  forty-two  deaths  in  1946. 
Facilities  for  radium  treatment  are  available  to  Snddloworth 
residents,  at  the  Radium  Institute,  Manchester,  and  at  the  Oldham 
Royal,  and  Ashton  District  Infirmaries,  which,  for  thi3  purpose, 
is  a  3ub-clinic  of  the  Manchester  Centro. 

PRD VII iJIuN  OF  BLINDNESS 

No  local  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  176  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness,  or  for  the 
treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  any  disease  of,  or  injury  to, 
the  eyes. 

The  Administration  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920,  is  under¬ 
taken  in  this  area  by  the  Staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Hen  It  h. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


This  Service  is  under  the  control  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council;  and  Saddleworth  patients  attend  at  the  County  Dispensary, 
Court  Street,  Uppermill. 

Sevent oonnew  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1947, 
fourteen  Pulmonary  and  three  Non-Pulmonary.  Eight  deaths  from 
Pulmonary  and  one  from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  registered. 
The  sub- joined  Table  shows  the  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  and  the 
deaths  in  age  groups.

Four  houses  previously  supplied  with  water  from  private 
sources  were  connected  to  a  main  piped  supply  during  1947. 

Ten  samples  ol  water  were  taken  during  the  year. 

DAIRIES  AND  CO’ (SHEDS 

One  hundred  and  forty-three  visits  were  paid  to  dairy-farms, 
and  improvements  made  at  several  shippons  and  dairies  in  the 
District. 

Twenty-eight  samples  of  milk  were  examined  bacteriologies lly. 
Twenty-three  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  and  five  were 
unsatisfactory. 

Eleven  applications  for  registration  as  milk  producers  were 
granted  during  the  year.  One  application  for  registration  as  a 
milk-producer  was  refused. 

There  are  eleven  licences  in  force  for  the  production  of 
Accredited  Milk,  and  seven  for  the  production  of  Tuberculin-Tested 
Milk. 

SLA UGHTERHOUSES 

One  slaughter-house  has  been  in  use  in  the  District  during 
1947.  This  was  used  for  the  slaughter  of  horses.  Fifty-six 
horses  ‘./ore  slaughtered,  and  an  inspection  was  made  in  each  case. 


SLAUGHTER  OF  PIGS  FOR  _HOME  CONSUHPT ION 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Food  Executive  Officer 
to  enclose  with  each  licence  to  slaughter  a  pig  for  home  consumption, 
a  slip  drawing  attention  to  the  advisability  of  having  pigs  inspected 
by  a  meat  inspector.  Unfortunately,  the  reminder  has  met  with  very 
little  response. 

FOOD  INSPECTION 

During  1947  forty-four  visits  were  pade. in  connection  with  food 
inspection,  and  the  under-mentioned  foodstuffs  were  found  to  bo  unfit 
for  human  consumpt ion: -

Karrier  Bantam),  The  delivery  of  the 
first  Karrier  CK3  was  made  on  the  1st  December,  1947,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  vehicles  arc  expected  to  be  delivered  before 
30th  April,  1943.
